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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

The Amendment, filed on 9/22/2003, has not been entered. 

Proposed amendments change the scope of the claims and thus will not be entered. 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed 9/22/2003 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Regarding applicants argument that the Examiner cannot rely on external sources to 
understand the meaning of a term, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. The applicant is allowed 
to be his own lexicographer but if the definition is not what would be readily understood by one 
in the art then the definition must be specifically stated in the specification as "A bulb is defined 
as. . .". The drawings are used to understand the specification but are not relied upon when 
examining the claims. 

Regarding applicants argument that UV-A phosphors are disclosed by Opitz, the 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. Opitz teaches the use of certain phosphors, some of which 
happen to be UV-A phosphors. Although Opitz does not state that the phosphors are used as 
UV-A phosphors, that is an inherent characteristic of the material. Opitz teaches that the 
phosphors would be beneficial to protect against chemical attack and are liquid and readily 
dispersible. This provides motivation for teaching the use of the phosphors to Hartai. Hartai is 
receptive to additional layers as shown in pervious arguments.
